CHESTER KULAS 
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Selectmen’‘s Report 


The Board of Selectmen organized the day following 
Town meeting, with F. C. Reynolds elected chairman and 
William Chmura, Clerk, Edward J. Matuszko, third mem- 
ber. Meetings have been held on every Monday night, 
and further meetings whenever necessary. 


The year of 1953, will be long remembered by mem- 
bers of the Board as one of intense activity, in many 
varied projects, there was more planned than could nor- 
mally be done. The mild fall, carrying well over into 
winter, enabled all projected work to be completed. 


Progress or lack of progress in public projects, under- 
taken by the Town hinges almost entirely on the co-opera- 
tion of the people, who are most directly concerned. It 
has appeared to be the policy of Boards prior to 1940 to 
do all sorts of highway work, and drainage across peo- 
ple’s land, with all agreements verbal; and nothing re- 
corded in the Registry. Property continually changes 
hands as people die, move away and new owners take 
over. In the last fifteen years we have come across the 
most appalling situations. New owners blocked old 
water courses and we could do nothing about it. No 
such situation is going to confront future Boards of Se- 
lectmen. 


The season 1953 from July on was one of the driest 
ever experienced, but due to the fact that water was in 
the minds of most people, we had more requests for pipes, 
ditches or culverts than ever before. In most cases never 
brought to the attention of the Selectmen prior to Town 
meeting, so that they might be considered in the budget. 

The Town had a water hole constructed on the farm 
of Paul Zuzgo, adjacent to Comins Road. The work was 
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done by the B. & M. Construction Co. under supervision 
of the Soil Conservation Service, and an excellent supply 
of underground water was reached. A neat job was 
done. It was fenced off by the Highway Dept. and 
should it be needed at some future time for fire fighting, 
it is available. This brings to three our water holes, 
built with help of the Soil Conservation and local farm- 
ers. Every water hole is registered with the County 
registry, listing what rights the town has, and the owners 
has, in relation to its repair and use. 


The Selectmen by virtue of office and specific vote of 
the Town are members of the school building committee. 
This connection required the expenditure of much time 
in travel, and the details of handling such a large loan. 


The Bond issue was long delayed. Due to the fact 
that so many State agencies had to check all the de- 
tails, it was finally put out to bids in late August. 
The uncertainties of the apparent closing of the Korean 
War made the money market uncertain, so that after 
traveling to Boston, we found that there were only two 
bids to consider. After prolonged discussion we decided 
to accept the better one of the two. The rate was higher 
than we hoped it would be. We had hoped to be in the 
market in July, but such was not possible. However, the 
premium received, and the fact that we have been able 
to loan out to the U. S. Gov’t almost half of the money 
is helping to lower the overall expense. 


The Town has to pay by the 10th of each month 80% 
of what has been done or delivered to the site of the 
school, so that due to the slowness in delivery, it became 
apparent that we could invest in U. S. Gov’t short term 
notes, and still be able to meet all obligations. 


STORAGE VAULT 


We had to change our ideas on the storage vault for 
Town records, because preliminary estimates as to how 
much it would cost to construct a vault, so that it could 
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be walked into from the assessor’s office, were too low. 
The final cost estimates for a two story vault were close 
to $8,000.00 We put out to bids, the basement section, 
to be equipped with a vault door. The winning bid was 
$3,685.00. This has now been constructed and is in the 
process of drying out. This vault room, 13’ 6” x 8’, 
should be able to contain a large amount of bulky records, 
and if at some future date the Town decides they need 
more room, it can be built up as originally planned. The 
assessor’s room is six feet longer now, and will be more 
useful for the many persons who use it. The additional 
room was gained when the two large storage cupboards 
had to be removed for the vault construction. 


WATER DISTRICT PROJECT 


The decision of the people to vote the money neces- 
sary to enlarge the water district services to include that 
part not before served; will probably effect the Town 
more than any other action has in years. Large areas 
will be available for building in that section of the Town. 
Reality values will change and have already in spots. We 
do not believe that the average citizen realized how short 
of water the Town was this last year. It was fortunate 
that there were no fires to fight, for had such been the 
case, all the water reserves would have been used up. 


FOREST FIRES 


There are more fires at the State Reservation on Mt. 
Holyoke since it became a reservation, whether it is due 
to a greater use of the place or because it is not suffi- 
ciently guarded because of too few employees, is a ques- 
tion. There should be a water tank on the top of the 
mountain. A cement tank could be constructed to catch 
water from the roof of the house, for less than the Town 
is spending to fight fires; water has to be trucked up 
from the half way house. An odd fact is that the state 
police electric radio station is built on top of what used

to be a cement water tank. The Town of Hadley spent 
more money fighting forest fires this year than we us- 
ually do for the whole year on all types of fires. There 
is too great a delay in closing the woods every year. 
Hadley has been fortunate that it has not been worse. 


HIGHWAY MACHINERY 


The Selectmen did not expend the money appropri- 
ated for a new material loader in 19538, because we did 
not find what we wanted, for what we had to pay. There 
was money in the road machinery fund, but we did not 
want to call a special meeting. We are asking for 
$2,200.00 more to put with the appropriation made at last 
year’s meeting to buy a tractor bucket loader. We think 
that the additional time spent looking them over this 
year was well spent, in that we had time to talk to more 
contractors, concerning what they thought of certain 
types of loaders. 


We want to purchase a body for the 4-wheel drive 
truck, which it to be used for spraying sand or gravel on 
icy roads. This body is self-unloading and can be con- 
trolled from the cab. No one has to stand in the rain 
shoveling into the spinner. 


The Selectmen of Hadley and Amherst signed petitions 
for two bills filed in the Legislature concerning road re- 
surfacing and road relocation. 


The Selectmen became convinced that unless we filed 
a bill for the completion of the work on Route 9 (Russell 
St.) that there was small chance that it would be done. 
After a late start, work commenced in the fall on the sec- 
tion between East St. and Amherst Town line. Large 
sums were spent on drainage pipes and ditches, catch 
basins, etc. The favorable weather continued so that the 
road received several layers of pre-mix material. Work 
will be continued this year to the junction of Route 116 
at College Hall, Amherst. Rep. Fletcher Smith did a 
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masterful job in seeing that the bill was passed and work 
started in 1958. 


We also signed the petition for the bill in regard to 
re-locating Route 116, which is Sunderland to South 
Hadley, through the center of the Town of Amherst, 
while we did not realize that it might effect Hadley to 
any great extent at the time. That re-location is a joint 
effort of Sunderland, Amherst, Hadley and South Hadley. 


Plans as now drawn, show a road paralleling the Had- 
ley-Amherst line and could have a great influence on 
future growth of the Town. Areas not accessible to the 
public would be opened up for the first time. This will 
also help change reality values; not too hard to visualize 
pasture or wood land becoming something else entirely. 


Lots in Rocky Hill Road, formerly classed as wood 
land, became high priced building lots a few weeks after 
the water expansion became a possibility. 


The Selectmen also asked for a study to be made by 
Waterways Division of Mass. Dept. of Public Works, on 
river erosion in several spots along the Connecticut River. 
An engineer of the Division visited the Town this sum- 
mer to bring up to date their information in the matter. 
Erosion in Fort Meadow and the section north of the 
B. & M. R.R. bridge continues to be the cause of much 
anxiety by those immediately effected. 


We continue to worry about our three old bridges, 
built over 50 years ago. They are stronger than when 
originally erected due to all the new steel we have welded 
into them. We had hoped to use some of the Post War 
construction funds for at least one new bridge, but the 
schools ran away with all the funds. We installed steel 
running strips on the North Maple Street bridge, which 
is a decided improvement. It lessens noise and shock 
to the structure by traffic. The work of the Board of 
Selectmen continues to change with the years, all the old 
duties remain, and continually new fields open for activ- 
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ity. We have continued to encourage all those who want 
to engage in new lines of business, if it adds to the tax- 
able property of the Town, and help to carry the load 
which seems to keep pace with the growing list of new 
buildings. This year two families decided to have a try 
at the motel business, and two creditable structures are 
under construction. The two structures are on different 
routes, so should not be competitive. 


The Selectmen have attended innumerable conferences, 
with state officials and county officials, and meetings with 
other county Towns, concerning pest control, highway 
work, etc. 


We have tried to get the most for our money from 
whatever job was being done. The Town streets, high- 
ways, sidewalks, trees are in as good condition as they 
ever have been. Equipment is modern and well main- 
tained. 


The Budget will not be padded, and it appears to be at 
about the level where we can stay at least where we are, 
and not slip backward.

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Report of Civil Defense 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 
I hereby sumbit my report for the year 1953. 


It is the opinion of the President and Congress that 
Civilian Defense is here to stay. During the past year, 
the auxiliary Police Dept. was reorganized with Earl 
Breor being named chief. Monthly meetings were held 
at the Town Hall where members were brought up to 
date on any new procedures, and at several meetings 
movies were shown. 


In November, three ladies of the town represented 
Hadley at a two-day conference in Simsbury, Conn. 
This meeting covered ladies’ activities in Civilian De- 
fense and was attended by a representative of the east- 
ern states. Many new ideas were brought forth and 
valuable information was collected by our representa- 
tives. — 


It is hoped that in this coming year that an active 
group can be set up to head feeding and housing of any 
evacuees that may be moved into Hadley during an emer- 
gency. It is hoped that one or two rescue squads may 
be formed. 


The state has been requested to conduct a blood typing 
program in town at a time when it would not interfere 
with the harvesting of crops. This is definitely a must 
program. 


With the help of Col. LaVallee and the cooperation of 
the Superintendent of Schools and the School Commit- 
tee, information was collected and presented to the Su- 
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perintendent of Schools so that necessary arrangements 
may be made to conduct air raid drills in schools. 


Col. LaVallee has built up a very selected library of 
films on Civilian Defense in Northampton, and these 
films may be shown to any group free of charge by just 
requesting the same from the director of Civilian De- 
fense. 


It is planned to bring more information to the public 
during the year and there will be a greater participation 
of volunteers in this program.

I hereby submit my report as tree warden and moth 
superintendent for the year 1953. 

Under my supervision an extensive program of trim- 
ming trees was conducted. Twenty-seven dead or un- 
desirable trees were removed from the Common and 
along the highway. 

Elm trees were sprayed twice for control of the 
Bark Beetle, Leaf Beetle and Gypsy Moth. 

Highteen Dutch Elm diseased trees were removed. 

Gypsy Moth inspection was conducted and infesta- 
tions were noticed at several points along the banks of 
the Connecticut River and in the wooded areas of 
Rocky Hill, Russellville, and in the Reservoir section. 
The State and Federal governments are proposing a 
plan to pool town, city, state and federal funds for 
aerial spraying this year. 

During the year I have attended many meetings 
where the controls of tree diseases were discussed. 

We plan an extensive planting program in the 
spring of 1954. 

The Tree Warden will have maple trees available in 
the spring to home owners who wish to have trees 
planted along the highway in front of their homes.

Hadley: 


Gentlemen: 

Herewith, I respectfully present to you my report 
for the year ending December 31, 1958. 

In view of the fact that the Town of Hadley has no 
by-laws regulating the installation of electrical wiring 
and fixtures, reliance must be placed upon the Nation- 
al Electric Code for standards to which all electrical 
work must conform. If the varied installations do not 
meet with the specifications of the Code, your inspec- 
tor cannot approve the work. 


Of the fifty-seven inspections that were made during 
the course of the year, but few failed to meet the re- 
quirements of the Code. Those which failed the first 
inspection passed favorably after the necessary adjust- 
ments were made. 

Except in the construction and installation of unusu- 
al electrical systems, one inspection has been sufficient. 
Such installations as are found in open air theaters and 
the type proposed for the new Hopkins Academy re- 
quire repeated visits because of the complexity of the 
matter. 

In conclusion, your inspector wishes to acknowledge 
the fact that the public is cooperative in the conform- 
ance to Code standards for reasons of personal and 
public safety. They are aware of the fact that faulty 
wiring can be a constant threat.

To the citizens of Hadley: 


Welfare budgets are a problem, because they can 
never be more than an estimate of what might be 
enough. We have no way of determining whose per- 
sonal finances may give out, or poor health require 
hospitalization. Often the party is in another state, 
Town or City, but the charge is ours due to the resi- 
dence law. Transients who live temporarily in Town, 
often become public charges when misfortune over- 
comes them, even though re-imbursement at some later 
date is usual, it runs down the current budget. 


We have at the close of the year: 
Old age assistance cases,14; maximum in year 21 
Aid dependent children—3 
Disability Assistance—3 


These are under State and Federal supervision. 
General welfare cases—3 


Under general welfare because not being able to 
qualify under other heading. 


Reduction in old age cases is similar to a report sent 
by a sanitarium, “condition of patient when dis- 
charged,” dead. 


Most welfare cases when sent to the hospital are 
chronic, and the expense is staggering.

Explanation of Budget 


1. This represents a net increase of $7,735.15, how- 
ever, this figure is $1,308.47 less than the increase from 
1952 and 1958. Each year, the budget of necessity must 
be increased to take care of salary increments, increased 
enrollment, and rising costs. However, this year it was 
possible to keep this increase at a minimum and the low- 
est in recent years by close supervision of purchases and 
costs in 1953, and a breakdown of all funds enabling 
an insight into areas where surplus funds may occur. 
Business management plays a large role in providing 
education on the sound basis that each dollar is wisely 
spent. 


; 2. No repairs are contemplated on the main build- 
ing of Hopkins Academy or at North Hadley. However, 
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there are many repairs which must be made on the other 
school buildings, especially Russell School. We will be 
using this building for a good many years to come and it 
would be penny wise and pound foolish to allow this 
school building, or any building, to deteriorate each year 
to the extent that it would of necessity have to be re- 
placed by another building. 


3. Teachers’ salaries have been increased all over the 
nation, and the larger surrounding communities are con- 
stantly revising their salary schedules in order to hold 
and employ the best of teachers for their children. We 
cannot hope to compete with these larger communities, 
however, it is necessary to make an effort along this di- 
rection so as to maintain the high efficiency and char- 
acter which marks the Hadley School System. Certain 
increases in teacher salaries have been granted as of 
January 1, 1954, and a general increase of $100 in Sep- 
tember plus the regular $100 yearly increment is con- 
templated and provided for in this budget. 


4. The supply item has been decreased to a large ex- 
tent. Again this was possible because of close bidding, 
and although prices have increased over the year, less 
supplies are contemplated. It is felt that this will not 
affect the teaching-learning situation and that sufficient 
supplies will be available. 


5. The transportation request is increased by $1,000 
to enable the operation of an additional bus and the in- 
creased load of transporting the pupils from North Had- 
ley to the center schools. 


6. It should also be noted that there is a total decrease 
of $405 in the requested appropriations for the revolving 
funds, which was not included in the figures of #1 pre- 
ceding.

About 27% of the budget would be reimbursed to the 
Town by the State or other outside agencies. 
“This increase occurs mostly because of the Special Arti- 
cle requesting a School Bus. 


It must be taken into account, however, that the origi- 
nal investment of $7,000.00 for a school bus is not re- 
imbused immediately, but over a three year period. 
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Therefore, only 14 of the bus will be reimbursed in 1954, 
but 24 in the next two years where no appropriation will 
show for this particular bus, thus reducing the Net In- 
crease for support of schools in those years.

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Report of School Committee 


To the Citizens of Hadley: 


For a detailed report concerning the Hadley Public 
Schools, we direct you to the report of Superintendent 
of Schools. 


Personnel 


The year 1953 found us with many changes in per- 
sonnel in the school system of our town. With teacher 
shortages becoming more acute with the years our 
changes become more pronounced. The higher costs of 
living and attractive salaries offered by neighboring 
communities have been the prime reasons for resigna- 
tions and changes which have taken place. However, 
we can happily say that we have been fortunate in filling 
the vacancies with capable teachers. 


Five Member Board 


The year 1953 witnessed the introduction of the five 
member school board. Since its inception at the annual 
town meeting of 1953 many arguments have been offered 
as to the value of increased membership in a small com- 
munity such as ours. Those who advanced arguments 
for its existence claim cross-sectional representation, 
multiplicity of experience and lowered proportionate re- 
sponsibility. The others have stated that some years 
may be found with a dearth of candidates and committee 
meetings would be prolonged because of the increased 
membership. So far the committee of five has worked 
satisfactorily and should work likewise in years to come. 
Since the greater part of our general town budget is 
spent on education, it is but natural that more of our citi- 
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zenry should participate in the administration of our 
school system. We should all be vitally interested in the 
welfare of our children, for the welfare of the child is 
the reflection of the education during youth. Service on 
the school board is an experience well worth the time and 
effort expended. 


Russell School 


Our school buildings, like our homes and other build- 
ings, need constant attention if they are to serve us over 
a span of many years. The committee, in its inspection 
tour of Hooker School, Russell School, North Hadley 
School and Hopkins Academy, found that the usual re- 
pairs, characteristic of such buildings, were necessary. 
A serious problem arose when a section of the hall ceiling 
of Russell School dropped to the floor. Repairs were 
made immediately to the section affected and the other 
ceilings were checked for defects. In the fall of 1953, 
it became apparent to the committee that all the ceilings 
in the classrooms and the upper hallway were in need of 
immediate repair. This was ordered because of the haz- 
zard which existed while the children were in school. 
Since funds for repairs of buildings had been depleted 
by this time, your committee asked for a special town 
meeting at which funds were appropriated for the work. 
At the present time the ceilings are anchored to the 
overhead timbers with strips of wood and the acoustical 
tile is scheduled to be applied during the February vaca- 
tion. At times it is difficult to fully appraise the optimum 
of renovation and repair necessary to keep our buildings 
in excellent condition. The cost of this work is estimated 
at $1,950. 


The committee also seeks funds with which to provide 
one room at Russell School for the exclusive of the teach- 
ing personnel. It is hoped that one of the small stor- 
age rooms may be remodeled for this purpose, with the 
inclusion of modern plumbing fixtures. 
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North Hadley School 


In reading the annual report for the year 19438, the 
School Committee of that year reported that the North 
Hadley school building had been painted with two coats 
of lead and oil. The needs of the building were also set 
out in that report. 


Your committee, during the year 19538, asked for an 
appropriation to be used for the painting of the same 
school. To date the money has not been expended. Your 
committee has considered the matter of painting the 
building a number of times but has withheld decision 
until spring at which time it shall be evident whether 
classes should be continued at the North Hadley school 
or merged with those at the Center of Hadley. At the 
present time, we have ample quarters for the lower 
grades but would be overcrowded in the two higher 
grades. Until completion of the new secondary school, 
or at least until a tentative date for completion is forth- 
coming, your committee will hold in abeyance its decision 
relative to the exterior painting. Should the building be 
discontinued as a school, there is still the question as to 
whether the building should be left as an eyesore or 
painted for preservation against the elements and for 
its esthetic value. 


Public Meetings 


One of the first formal acts of the newly formed com- 
mittee of five members of the school board during 1953 
was to make all school board meetings open to the public. 
The committee felt that the people of the town should be 
entitled to the privilege of attendance at the monthly 
sessions. The board thought this action would encour- 
age the citizens to take an active interest in the educa- 
tional policies of our system. But to our dismay, two 
members of the public attended, one a representative of 
the press, the other, a member of the board of selcetmen. 
All other meetings held during th eyear found no inter- 
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ested citizens in attendance. Should you feel as an in- 
truder, let this report assure you that you are welcomed 
at any of the meetings that are held during the year. 
With such small attendance one of two alternatives must 
exist; either full confidence in the board or general 
apathy in community activities. 


Costs 


No report is complete without at least brief mention 
of finances. Our budget for the coming year shows a 
modest increase over that of 1953. Salary increases 
absorb the greatest part of the increment. 

New salary schedules in Amherst and Northampton 
have widened the difference in salary scales, which, few 
years ago were comparable degree. Though in the past 
we have both fortunately and unfortunately been a step- 
ping stone for teachers who have entered upon a career 
of teaching, of late, inexperienced teachers of a desirable 
calibre are hired months before graduation by cities that 
offer attractive beginning salaries and greater maxi- 
mums. 

Our best hope is non-degree teachers for elementary 
grades. Some communities do not hire them, some do. 
And we are grateful to those members of our town who 
have placed education in our town above and beyond per- 
sonal remuneration. 

High school graduates are not going for teacher-train- 
ing and new laws effective July, 1954, for certification 
will prevent us from hiring a high school teacher for a 
subject in which he or she does not have equivalent of a 
college undergraduate major. 

And so with salaries on the rise in the face of rising 
costs of living and higher salaries in other towns and 
cities, we have increased our budget but a small percen- 
tage over that of 1953. 


Transportation 


Our busses have traveled many miles and have safely 
carried many children back and forth to school. But 
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now we are once again faced with the need of another 
bus. Should we close the North Hadley school, trans- 
portation will again become acute. We are presently 
carrying capacity loads. Overloading means trouble. 
Since transportation costs above $5 per pupil are ab- 
sorbed by reimbursement from the state, the amount ex- 
pended for another vehicle should cause small concern. 
Your attention is directed to the article in the warrant 
which calls for an appropriation for a new bus. 


Conclusion 

Your school board has listened to many grievances dur- 
ing the past year. It has labored sincerely for the in- 
terest of the children and its desire for the best educa- 
tional system have been tempered only by the means of 
the man who has to pay the way. Though the day is yet 
to come whereby every person is Satisfied, we have 
attempted to follow the dictates of the trust you have 
given us by our membership. 

The problem of bus stops is still before us. Many par- 
ents still request that busses stop at the door. With 
schedules being pressed for time (some busses make two 
runs) there is a saturation point beyond which the num- 
ber of bus stops cannot increase. Very few pupils walk 
any measurable distance to a stop. Our bus drivers have 
been obliging to the children during inclement weather. 

We might mention that our greatest concern lies with 
the smaller children of the first and second grades. 
Whenever it is possible to so arrange bus stops, the older 
children are asked to walk to the points of concentration 
which might be at the homes of those who are at the be- 
ginning of the trail.

After a long train ride 
through storms of sleet and snow, and upon arriving 
safety at your destination from treacherous ascents and 
dangerous curves, how many stop to wave a friendly hand 
at the enginner who brought you safely through? I 
hope that in years to come, the children of today will not 
forget the citizens of Hadley who brought them through 
the storms of youth and made their journey a little safer, 
more comfortable, and speeded up their progress. 


The field of Education has been riding the crest and 
troughs of many years during the last decade and we in 
Education must never forget the lighthouses of encour- 
agement which shine through the labyrinth of confusion 
to help us on our way. I speak for all of us in education 
when I express my appreciation and gratitude for the 
spirit of helpfulness and unselfishness which is the under- 
current of your thinking and action in educational prob- 


lems.

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The above table shows a total of 558 pupils in the sys- 
tem as of October 1, 1953. From the figures of October 
1, 1952, we find a total enrollment of 523; thus there has 
been an increase of 35 pupils in our schools in one year. 


Last year there were 38 additional pupils than the year 
before; therefore, 73 pupils have been added to the school 
enrollment just within the past two years. 


It is apparent that beginning next September, we will 
be able to absorb Grades 1, 2, 3 and 4 at the North Hadley 
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school, into Hooker School. However, because of the en- 
rollment in the intermediate grades, we must of neces- 
sity have two full grade classes each of the 5th, 6th and 
7th grades. When the new building is ready for occu- 
pancy, the two 7th’s and the 8th grade (later to be two 
8th’s), would be removed from Russell School and this 
building would be used for the two 5th and two 6th 
grades and the remaining North Hadley pupils could be 
absorbed here. However, if the new building is not 
ready for occupancy by September, 1954, a special prob- 
lem arises. It is strongly recommended that in this 
event the three rooms of the North Hadley School remain 
open to house a 5th, 6th and 7th grade respectively until 
such time as the new building is ready. Russell School 
would then temporarily house a 5th, 6th, 7th and 8th 
grade respectively. It is the increase in enrollment com- 
ing up through the grades which necessitates having two 
rooms for each grade. For example, on October 1, 1958, 
there were 51 pupils in the 6th grade (13 at North Had- 
ley and 88 at Russell School). By October 1, 1954, 
there will be 51 pupils in the 7th grade (projected one 
year). Thus the necessity of having two 7th grades. 
There will be 50 in the 6th grade. It seems reasonable 
that instead of crowding the children into inadequate, 
poorly lighted and ventilated, and makeshift quarters in 
the center of town until the new building is ready, that 
present facilities be used until the change can be made 
with as little confusion or inconvenience as possible, and 
each child will have the advantage of an adequately 
equipped classroom. Under any conditions, additional 
teachers will be needed. 

Table II following is a projected enrollment for our 
secondary schools.

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Salary Schedule for Teachers 


In Table III is included the present salary schedule in 
force in Hadley. The step increases do not necessarily 
mean years of experience, but rather indicates where the 
School Committee and the Superintendent feel each in- 
dividual teacher should be placed. Increases are not 
automatic.

$100 each, thus establishing new minimums and maxi- 
mums in each category as shown in Table IV below.

The above table illustrates the purpose of increasing 
each teacher’s salary by $100 in addition to the regular 
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increment, so that the change will not be in name only, 
but also in fact. A certain amount of turnover in any 
system is healthy to insure fresh ideas and prevent stag- 
nation, however, constant large turnovers of the teach- 
ing staff is extremely detrimental to the students. Teach- 
ers become acquainted with the children, parents, com- 
munity, and local history and problems. They bring 
understanding, tolerance, and appreciation to the class- 
room and mold our children into better citizens. There- 
fore, it is our responsibility to attempt to hold the teach- 
ers we have, and attract new ones of just such character 
into our system. To do this, we are in a competitive 
market with communities who pay much larger salaries, 
and thus any increase is an expression of our duty and 
responsibility. | 


REPAIRS AND REPLACEMENTS 


Hooker School: Replace bubblers with hot water line 
in downstairs basements, replace plaster in sections of 
two fourth grade rooms. 


Russell School: Replace wooden cesspool cover with a 
concrete one, new screens for the basement windows, 
2 hand rails for cellar stairs, wire lath-ceiling over boil- 
ers—cover beam with asbestos tile—1-6 in, supporting 
. column, plaster over boilers and spots over stairs, re- 
place broken slate—repair and coat flat roof, replace two 
rooms of shades, paint ceilings and walls in office area, 
smoke pipe on two boilers. 


Hopkins Academy Gymnasium: Replace boiler room 
door in field house, flat canopy for boiler room door, rear 
gym toilet outside door with hardware, repair shower 
room—outside wall, reverse doors from dressing rooms 
to toilet area, reclapboard back of gymnasium where it 
connects to field house, replace doors under stage of gym 
with 34, plywood—5 sets, repair front stairs. 


General: 
1. Clean out boilers in all schools. 
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2. Audio-visual repair on equipment. 
3. Replacement of incandescent and flourescent tubes 
and bulbs. 
Voters will be asked at the coming election to vote on 
two special articles. 


Article 1: To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of one thousand dollars 
($1,000.00) for the purpose of reglazing 
windows, and painting the trim and fire 
escape of Russell School or act anything 
thereon. 
This request is further evidence of our desire to keep 
the schools in good condition, both from a practical and 
aesthetic viewpoint. 


Article 2: To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of seven thousand 
dollars ($7,000.00) for the purpose of pur- 
chasing a fully equipped school bus or act 
anything thereon. 


It is most necessary to have the facilities of an addi- 
tional bus, and therefore it will not be possible to trade 
in one of our old busses this year. Another year may 
see another request for a bus to replace the oldest one 
Wwe are now using. The cost of these busses are reim- 
burseable to the town by the State. 


A General Report 

The Cafeteria, Health, Art, Music and Hopkins Acad- 
emy reports are given in detail by the respective direc- 
tors. There are no separate reports as such this year 
by the elementary school principals, however, these 
schools will be covered in the foregoing paragraphs 
according to requested brief reports that were submitted 
to the Superintendent of Schools. 


Hooker School 
As of December 1, 1953, the total enrollment at Hooker 
School stands at 226. Not every child of Kindergarten 
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age attends school; despite this fact the enrollment in 
Kindergarten this year totals 46; from these figures we 
can be very sure of a large first grade in September, 
1954. 


The children and teachers at Hooker School are very 
grateful to the Young Mothers’ Club for the interest that 
was shown in providing us with a jungle gym. 


We regret that because of increased enrollment, and 
the large number of rooms in our building, it is no longer 
possible to invite parents and friends to our individual 
Christmas program. Last year a new policy was 
adopted; that of having the whole school participate in 
one assembly program held in the All-Purpose-Room. 
This plan proved extremely satisfactory, both to the 
teachers and children, especially the children. 


The development of the progress of a child by means 
of a report card is primarily an administrative problem; 
but real progress demands careful planning and coopera- 
tion with teacher and parent. Teachers would welcome 
more frequent visits at school by parents. 


To Mr. Porter, my teachers and all who work together 
to make Hooker School the kind of a school we want it 
to be, my sincere thanks.

Russell School 


The Student Council established last year is continuing 
to provide opportunities for leadership and responsibility 
for the pupils in all grades, five to eight. One of the 
most important objectives of the Student Council is to 
function as a service organization. Since its beginning 
in January, 19538, its members have served as ushers 
at various events, have written letters of appreciation to 
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organizations that have assisted in school activities, and 
have taken great interest in the daily problems confront- 
ing both teachers and pupils in the school. The Student 
Council at present is cooperating with the Hopkins Acad- 
emy Committee in its drive for Christmas gifts for under- 
privileged children. It is also taking part in the Russell 
School Civil Defense Program by making signs to desig- 
nate air raid shelter areas in the school building. It is 
felt that these activities, participated in by the Student 
Council members and their fellow pupils, are a help in 
preparation for the responsibilities of high school days 
and for the coming years. 


The extended playground area south of the Russell 
School “flats” is helping considerably to relieve the con- 
gestion of the playground during recess and the noon 
hour. Unfortunately, due to unsatisfactory drainage, 
the slightest amount of wet weather continues to make 
the flats unfit for playground activities for many days of 
the school year. 


The cooperation spirit shown by the pupils, teachers, 
supervisors, and janitorial staff of the Russell School in 
the past year has helped greatly in making our educa- 
tional program function smoothly. The one weak link 
in this chain of cooperative effort is the lack of a Russell 
School Parent Teachers Association. Close harmony be- 
tween parents and teachers is an essential part of public 
school education; one of the best ways to achieve this 
goal is through an active, well attended P. T. A.

The increase in enrollment has not decreased North 
Hadley’s operational efficiency. Our total amount of 
pupils is seventy-six; split into three double grades. Mrs. 
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Levis has twenty-nine, Mrs. Flebut twenty and Mr. Crean 
has twenty-seven. This leaves us slightly below full ca- 
pacity, but with a desired ratio of pupils and teachers. 


Our school still has its unique advantages. A large 
playground, a playroom for inclement weather, large 
classrooms, and an auditorium for our use on the second 
floor of the school. These permit us the use of many ad- 
vantageous educational situations that are no found in 
many schools. 


We, of North Hadley, are also fortunate in having an 
active Parent Teachers Association. Our project this 
year is to supply records for the new three speed record 
player that was purchased by the P. T. A. last year. This 
willing cooperation in any undetaking we desire causes 
much happiness on the part of the teachers and myself. 


In view of the fact that this might be the last year 
that this school will operate as an educational institution, 
I would like to speak for this old building and say; “you 
are welcome’. ‘‘You are welcome, the people of North 
Hadley, for the many thanks I know you wish to extend 
to me for the many faithful years I have led the people 
of our town toward a richer and fuller life.”

One of the most difficult undertakings which falls under 
the responsibility and duty of a Superintendent of Schools 
is that of cooperation. Many people who are connected 
with only one phase of any program find it difficult to! 
obtain an overall view of the picture and may not “see 
the forest for the trees”. It is the duty at times of the 
Superintendent of Schools to stand far off as an observer 
of the total school curriculum and make decisions which 
he feels will coordinate the whole program into a smooth 
working unified whole without function and dissention. 
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It is his responsibility to see that no phase of the curri- 
culum grows out of proportion in relation to other im- 
portant phases. 

There is only so much time in a school day and many 
activities fall within that time. In a small school system 
such as ours, we attempt to schedule activities so that 
each pupil can participate to his capacity. Because of 
this attempt, there will of necessity be minor conflicts of 
scheduling from time to time, and these are smoothed out 
as the necessity occurs. 

However, it is my firm belief that our concentration 
must be placed more and more on the basic fundamen- 
tals of learning, namely: reading, oral and written ex- 
pression, arithmetic, language and spelling. These are 
the basic skills of communication which everyone should 
master to a certain degree for successful living. Enrich- 
ments are important, but these areas are an absolute 
necessity and adequate time must be given for their 
proper development. Also, it it my firm belief that there 
is no “core” around which they may revolve. This does 
not exclude the necessity of making all of these areas 
meaningful to the child and related as far as possible to 
real situations, nor of correct attitudes and appreciations. 

There is a tendency in Educational circles to rely more 
and more on the stimulus-response theory for success in 
society, based on the fact that whatever is successful in 
society must have been the correct response to an outside 
stimulation. In accord with this theory is the pragmatic 
viewpoint that there are no absolutes, and what is suc- 
cessful to one is true to him, but may not be true to an- 
other; absolute truth is rejected. Also, and along the 
same lines are the Experimentalists who feel that noth- 
ing should be taken on authority or face value, but rather 
should be tested and experienced by the pupil to deter- 
mine its truth or success. As John Dewey the Philoso- 
pher has said, “learn by doing”’. 

Much of the preceding philosophy I personally reject. 
It is my belief that absolutes are important and neces- 
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sary, and that there are general truths which can be 
accepted by all men in any situation. Also, I believe 
that much knowledge can be taught by an inspiring 
teacher without personal experience by the pupil. 


There has. been much talk about social living, group 
process and equality of social standards. A great deal 
of this thinking leads down the road to Socialism. Demo- 
cracy does not mean equal material goods for all men, 
and equal social standing by a rigid code of a “non-class- 
less” society. Democracy means freedom, and there are 
certain God-given rights which are recognized as given 
to all men. Democracy does not mean Socialism, and we 
should not confuse the two. Therefore, I believe that the 
aspect of social and group living has been overempha- 
sized in our schools. We must not lose the individual- 
ism, courage, and pioneer spirit which has made our 
country strong. 


Many Educators look upon any criticism of the public 
schools as a personal affront, un-American, and detri- 
mental to the children. They are like the ostrich who 
sticks his head in the sand. Criticism is healthy, and 
it is the duty and responsibility of every citizen to be- 
come acquainted with school problems. I pledge you my 
sincere cooperation in this matter. 


Last in this report, but by no means last in my mind, 
is the gratitude and appreciation I wish to express to the 
conscientious school committee you have elected, for the 
fine support and understanding they have given me over 
the last year.

New Subjects 
The following new courses were added to the curri- 
culum: 


Physical Education—Physical Education is now re- 
quired for all students in grades 9 through 12. A certi- 
ficate or letter from a qualified physician is the only 
allowable excuse for not fulfilling these requirements. 
Boys who are participating in varsity sports may be ex- 
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cused from gym, if they so desire. Physical Education 
is required by State Law. 

Basic Mathematics—There were many pupils who were 
not enrolled in any course in Mathematics after their 
Freshman year, and who have a real need for further 
training in the field of mathematics. This course is 
given to meet their needs. 


Latin 3—This course is given for those who wish to 
further their education in the Liberal Arts Colleges.

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Report of 
Supervisor of Music 


To the Superintendent of Schools, Hadley School Com- 
mittee, and the Citizens of Hadley: 


There has been an increased interest, and desire to 
learn, and participate in the music activities throughout 
the system within the past year. Much of this increased 
interest is due to the teacher-child relationship, super- 
visor-child relationship, and supervisor-teacher relation- 
Ship. The co-operation in all three phases has been one 
hundred percent in almost all the grades. 


The children appear to look forward to the music peri- 
ods, and after close observation and consideration, I find 
that they are extremely happy, and always eager to learn 
something new. The methods of correlation with aca- 
demic subjects have changed for the better the attitudes 
of the children toward these important areas. There 
could be a great elaboration on the subject of correlation 
of music with the academic subjects, such as— 


1—What is meant by correlation with academic 
subjects? 
2—-How applied? 


3—What value to the child and curriculum? 


The only satisfactory way to get the real value of this 
teaching is to either visit our classes, demonstrations, re- 
citals or concerts. The true value of all these teach- 
ings, and learnings is not realized or known sometimes 
for many years. 
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Kindergarten 
There is a great improvement in the kindergarten this 
year. The enrollment being too large to have a single 
class, it is necessary to have both a morning and after- 
noon session. Our new kindergarten teacher is doing 
a commendable job. She has two fine rhythm bands and 
a large repertoire of songs and games well prepared. 


Grade 1 
The first grades are excellent in their production of 
song material, and for the first time we have a rhythm 
band in all three classes. The fundamentals introduced 
and correlated with the academic work is a credit to the 
teaching staff. 


Grade 2 

The retention of fundamentals from the first to second 
grade is approximately seventy percent, which is very 
high at this level. My personal evaluation of this situa- 
tion is the general atmosphere of the class rooms, proper 
materials to work with, and the greatest of all, the kind- 
ness and efficiency of our teachers together with the high- 
est co-operation with the supervisor. 


: Grade 3 
The third grades usually retain about eighty percent 
of all fundamentals and songs taught in the second grade. 
Fundamentals are reviewed, and a wider program is in- 
troduced along with many new songs. Almost all songs 
are taught by syllable at this level. 


Grade 4 

Going from the primary to the elementary stage in 
grade four, again the fundamentals are reviewed and 
more new things are introduced. I have observed great 
pleasure in the children trying to learn many new and 
interesting things so that they may show their abilities 
and achievements. At this level two part singing is in- 
troduced at the end of the school year. 
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Grade 5 

In grade five the fundamentals are again reviewed and 
enlarged upon, giving the children better understanding 
of music, its uses and values. The real stress of funda- 
mentals should be leveled off at the end of the school 
term. Ninety percent of all songs are two part songs, 
and three part songs are introduced in various ways, and 
continued along with the regular one and two part songs 
for the remainder of the year. ; 


Grade 6 
Three part singing is the objective in grade six with 
a few two part and occasionally a one part song. Funda- 
mentals are reviewed, and when required, new subjects 
are introduced, and the correlation of music with the 
academic projects being developed along with the regular 
Seasonal occasions. 


Grades 7 and 8 

Junior High is almost all three part work, except when 
we have the voices for the lower, or bass parts. This 
changes from year to year. This year we could have a 
specialized Junior High chorus only for the time ele- 
ment involved. The voices in the present 8th grade are 
excellent and outstanding. The curriculum is so full 
that this is practically impossible at this time. 


Hopkins Academy 

This year we have a girls’ chorus of 41 voices with ex- 
ceptional ability. We are grateful for the extra time 
allowed us this year, and the results are most gratifying. 
The boys’ choir is somewhat smaller in number. The 
choir consists of 16 voices, but is well balanced, and we 
are able to sing four part harmony with exceptional abil- 
ity for the experience they have had. Their enthusiasm, 
desire and ability is evidenced by their achievement. 


Junior Band 
The Junior Band consists of 60 members, starting 
from grade one through grade six. Although many more 
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children start at the beginning of the year, there is a de- 
crease in members for many reasons such as—cost of 
instruments—both rentals and purchases, discourage- 
ment from outside influences, lack of time for individual 
help, and many other reasons. It is impossible for the 
supervisor to tutor each and every child individually, so 
some of the children get discouraged and drop out. 
Others convey to me that their parents cannot afford 
renting or buying an instrument. At one time we had 
an instrument library, but most of the instruments have 
been sold to the students, and we have only a few left 
whereby an instrument may be rented within our system. 
All of the remaining instruments, except the large ones, 
are in use and rent is being paid. 


Senior Band 

The Senior Band of 80 members including majorettes 
is second to none. We are playing an all professional 
grade of music, and have been, for the past two years. 
This is the result of six years of training, and excellent 
co-operation from the children, the band parents asso- 
ciation, the P. T. A., all civic organizations, the people of 
Hadley, and the teaching staff. It is needless to state in 
this report what we can do, as the record of our achieve- 
ments is the answer. 


We do not claim to be a show, or marching unit, but 
we do stress musicianship by teaching, and playing music 
of the highest type. By this procedure, the true value 
of music in its intended place and form promotes a clear- 
er understanding and cultural growth of the child. 
_ Through this medium of music, cultural learning reflects 
out into the lives of all, making a healthy growth of the 
child and community. 


Some of the activities listed in the last year’s report 
were either stricken out or curtailed to a great extent. 
The children look forward to these functions as sort of a 
reward for their efforts. Most all of these engagements, 
we received our expenses, and on many occasions, a do- 
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nation of a sizeable amount has been made to the band. 
The educational value we could have received this year 
by accepting the invitation to such Institutions as—Bos 
ton University, Storrs College, Springfield College and 
others, was lost because of the necessary permission be- 
ing granted. I recommend the consideration of accept- 
ing engagements of this nature. 


With all these facts in mind, I wish to return you to 
the beginning. This is where everything takes form. 
The careful teaching and guidance of the child from the 
primary, elementary, junior high, and finally high school, 
is the only way the desired achievements and objectives 
can be reached. In other words, a long term program of 
patient teaching and guidance is necessary to build this 
character to the highest degree. 


There are many obstacles confronting the music pro- 
gram, and I believe most of them can be eliminated 
through good co-operative planning. We all know, and 
feel the handicap of inadequate facilities, due to the 
building of our most needed new school. This condition 
causes many conflicts, which in time will be overcome 
to a great extent, although the room allowed for our 
music program will still be inadequate without an audi- 
torium.

School Health Report 


To the Superintendent of Schools and Members of the 
School Committee, Hadley, Massachusetts 


Of the 557 students enrolled in the Hadley Public 
School System, approximately 175 have been examined 
by the School Physician, Dr. Maurice Kennedy, accord- 
ing to the State Health regulations. There still remain 
a small number of high school students to be examined 
before the school year terminates. Of the group exam- 
ined, there were several requiring medical attention. 
Parents of these students were notified either personally, 
by telephone, or through correspondence. It is the duty 
of the parents to give their child the proper medical 
attention when the situation warrants it. If the parents 
are unable to do so, they should contact the school nurse 
who in turn would be very happy to give any assistance 
possible. Many parents are unaware of the various 
state-supported clinics available to the public. 


Because the Hadley Schools do not have available 
equipment for testing vision and hearing, we must rely 
upon the Massachusetts Public Health Department. This 
equipment is available for a short period only, making 
it impossible to screen every student in the school system. 
Therefore, every other grade is screened each year. 


Kye and Ear Testing has been completed for this school 
year. Those who failed the test after a third screening 
were notified and the parents contacted. 


As of today, there has been very little of the contagious 
diseases in the school system. Three cases of mumps 
and three cases of polio were reported. 
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Parents have been cooperating very well in keeping 
children affiicted with bad colds and high fevers out of 
school. This precautionary measure prevents many seri- 
ous illnesses and epidemics. 


Both the school physician and the school nurse appre- 
ciate very much the cooperation of the parents and teach- 
ers and hope it will continue throughout the school year.

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Report of Art Supervisor 


To the Superintendent of Schools and Members of the 
School Committee of Hadley, Massachusetts : 


Art in the schools the past year has shown a great deal 
of progress. Every class from Kindergarten through 
Grade 8 has received forty minutes of supervision each 
week and the results noted have been excellent. Much 
of this has been due to the splendid co-operation of teach- 
ers. 


In June, the first class in Art Appreciation at Hop- 
kins Academy completed a successful year. Many of its 
members felt well repaid for the efforts put into research, 
study and use of skills. 


This year we are working under a necessary but seri- 
ous handicap. Because every available space at both 
Hopkins and Russell School has been taken, the students 
of the Hopkins Art Appreciation Class must use the 
Trophy Room. The space is so inadequate for storage 
of supplies and art work in process, that requested proj- 
ects cannot be attempted. Incidentally, it is most diffi- 
cult to give instruction with the band rehearsing in the 
next room. The art room in the new building is eagerly 
awaited and will be greatly appreciated. Several proj- 
ects are planned, among them a visit to the University of 
Massachusetts to learn how scenery is made and how a 
stage is set. This trip is part of the study of “art in the 
theater” and should be helpful in building stage settings 
for school affairs. 


The Art Club of Russell School last year made flannel- 
graphs for each primary room, including kindergarten. 
One of our Russell School Art Club members, Kenneth 
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Barstow, from Grade 8, won first prize for a drawing 
submitted to the Tobacco Float Festival Contest, the key- 
note of which was originality. It is hoped that more stu- 
dents will enter other contests. 


During the year the art program which included the 
philosophy of art in the Hadley Schools and a syllabus 
for each grade was mimeographed and bound into a unit. 
Each teacher has been provided with a copy of this book- 
let, the cover of which was designed by a Junior High 
School girl, Sophie Malek. 


Some very fine work was accomplished in design and 
other projects by grade seven girls in Practical Arts. 
This year we are trying to work in grade seven room, 
where again, we are cramped for space. 


Grade 7 and Grade 8 art is being carried on in the 
homerooms, an arrangement which means the planned 
program must be revised and limited until necessary 
Space is provided. Art materials and supplies as well as 
work accomplished, must be carefully stored and pro- 
tected. 


It is most gratifying to find the children of Hadley so 
happy in their art work. The program is so planned, 
that at some time during the year, each child will have 
an opportunity to excel in one particular kind of work. 
If art is looked upon as recreation, a joyous time, an out- 
let, it will increase the power of learning for each indi- 
vidual. Only in this way will art develop a deeper appre- 
ciation and enjoyment of the finer things in life, and be- 
come part of the culture of each boy and girl in Hadley. 
Art is not imitation or simulation, but creation. 


The material presented at the Art Exhibition last year 
was very fine and parents should have felt amply re- 
warded for coming to see their children’s work. How- 
eyer, the setting up of the exhibition was not satisfactory 
due to the quantity of work to be displayed in a small 
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area. It is hoped that suitable space will be provided - 
this year so that all work may be better displayed. 


Only through the endeavor of each one may accom- 
plishment be made. At this time I wish to thank each 
person who has had a part in furthering our art pro- 
gram.

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School Lunch Report 


To the Superintendent, School Committee and the Citi- 
zens of Hadley: 


January 1, 1953—January 1, 1954 


Through careful planning, plus additional allotments 
of meat by the federal school lunch program, it was pos- 
sible for the school children to be served wholesome nutri- 
tious meals. 


From September through December, we have served 
24,439 hot lunches. We also serve 39 bottles of milk 
daily to the kindergarten children. About 370 meals are 
served every day. 


The school enrollment is much higher this year, there- 
fore, it was necessary to buy 20 additional chairs for the 
Cafeteria. A new deep freeze has also been purchased 
to store the meat we receive from the government. 


The members of the Cafeteria staff are Jean Mushen- 
ski, Manager; Agnes Latham, Stacia Fil, Victoria Kara- 
kula and Nina Wojtowicz, workers. 


We have nine students from Russell School and two 
from Hopkins Academy assist at lunchtime and they earn 
their lunches by doing so. We also serve six free lunches 
daily to needy children.
